SCF leaders 
to consider 
oil embargo 
against U.S. 

TRIPOLI, April 14 (R) - Five 
hardline Arab leaders seeking to 
undermine Egypt’s peace treaty 
with Israel today discussed plans 
for an oil embargo against the 
United States and ways of tight- 
ening the economic screws on 

Egypt- 

Libyan leader Col. Mu am mar 
Qadhafi and Algerian President 
Cbadli Ben Jedid have agreed in 
principle to impose an oil and gas 
sales ban on countries which 
actively support Israel, a Libyan 
spokesman said. 

The two heads of state are tak- 
ing part in a summit conference of 
the “steadfastness and con- 
frontation front” which groups 
Algeria, the Libyan Jamahiriyah. 
Syria, South Yemen and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
IPLO). 

Conference sources said the 
front was studying ways of streng- 
thening the Arab economic boy- 
cott of Egypt. It would probably 
announce measures against Arab 
states which have maintained links 
with Cairo since, they said. 

The conference is the fourth 
since the front was formed in 
1977. Conference sources said 
they did not expect a communique 
until tomorrow. 

The Libyan spokesman said- 
Col. Qadhafi and Mr. Ben Jedid 
were still working out exact details 
of their oil and gas embargo, 
which would affect mainly the 
United States and some European 
countries. 

Conference sources said the five 
leaders had agreed to send an 
envoy to North Yemen to discuss 
whether Sanaa would join the 
front. Yesterday North Yemeni 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh sent 
a cable to the summit saying he 
would support the front's resol- 
utions.

Prime minister ends 
visit to Saudi Arabia 

AMMAN, April 14 { Agencies) -- The prime minister, Sharif Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf returned home today from a two-day visit to Saudi 
Arabia. 

In a statement to the Jordan News Agency (JNA) upon returning 
to Amman, Sharif Abdul Hamid said that the visit was “successful'' 
and that his talks with Saudi leaders were characterised by “an 
atmosphere of brotherhood and complete understanding.” 

He said he delivered a message from His Majesty King Hussein to 
King Khaled of Saudi Arabia, which dealt with “bilateral relations, 
the situation in the Arab World, international issues, means of 
strengthening Arab steadfastness and scopes for joint Arab action on 
the international level." 

During his visit, the prime minister held talks with Saudi Arabian 
Crown Prince Fahd Ibn Abdul Aziz and other leading officials on 
“the various aspects of the Arab situation” and “joint Arab action in 
the service of the Palestinian issue," JNA said. 

Last night, Sharif Abdul Hamid received at the guest palace in 
Riyadh, where he was staying, Saudi Arabia's foreign minister. 
Prince Saud Al Faisal. This morning he met for two hours with Prince 
Fahd. 

Sharif Abdul Hamid was accompanied on the visit by Mr. Ali 
Suheimat. the minister of state, who is also minister of transport, and 
Mr. Marwan Al Qusem. the minister of state for foreign affairs. 

In a statement to the official Saudi Press Agency yesterday, the 
prime minister stressed “Jordan's adherence to a unified Arab stand 
in regards to the basic and inalienable rights of the Palestinian 
people, including its right to self-determination and the necessity for 
complete Israeli withdrawal from all occupied Arab territories, in the 
forefront of which is occupied Arab Jerusalem." 

He stressed Jordan's support for decisions adopted by the 
Baghdad and Tunis Arab summit conference, which formulated 
Arab strategy following Egyptian President Anwar Sad3t's peace 
overtures to Israel in 1977.

U.S. hopes to get Begin 
to speed autonomy talks 


TEHRAN, April 14 
(Agencies)— An International 
Red Cross official and a doctor 
today visited American hostages 
at the U.S. embassy as envoys of 
European Common Market coun- 
tries flew home for consultations. ' 

The diplomats left amid grow- 
ing pressure by the United States 
on its western allies to impose dip- 
lomatic and economic sanctions 
on Iran in an effort to secure the 
hostages' release. 

Mr. Harald Schmid de 
Grueneck, the Red Cross per- 
manent representative in Tehran, 
entered the embassy compound at 
I p.m. on a promise by militant 
students occupying it that he could 
see all of the estimated 49 hos- 
tages. 

■ It was apparently the first time a 
foreigner was being allowed to see 
all the hostages since they were 
seized on Nov. 4 in support of 
demands for the extradition of the 
deposed Shah who is now in 
Egypt. 

A student spokesman told 
reporters Mr. Schmid de 
Grueneck, accompanied by 
Tehran spiritual leader Hojatoles- 
lam Mohammad Ali Khamene'i, 
Iranian Health Minister Moussa 
Zargar and an official of Iran's 


equivalent of the Red Cross, was 
seeing the hostages one by one. 

A Red Cross doctor flown in 
especially from Geneva, Dr. Ber- 
nard Liebeskind. and two Iranian 
doctors also took part in the 
inspection visit. 

The envoys of Britain, 
Denmark, Italy and the Nether- 
lands flew out of Tehran this 
morning. Those of Belgium, 
France and Ireland, as well as 
Japan, were expected to follow 
within the next 24 hours. 

The West German ambassador 
was not expected to travel to Bonn 
before the weekend. An embas c y 
spokesman said he was taken ill 
yesterday with a high fever. 

Iranian President Abol Hassan - 
Bani-Sadr told the envoys last 
.Saturday the hostages' fate could 
only be decided by the yet- 
to-be-elected Iranian parliament, 
which is not expected to discuss 
the issue before June. 

Meanwhile, U.S. officials said in 
Washington today President Car- 
ter may order 'new sanctions 
against Iran next week unless the 
Tehran government acts to secure 
the release of the hostages. 

Mr. Carter, who severed rela- 
tions with Iran a week ago and 
embargoed al I exports except food 


and medicine, plans further 
economic and political measures. 
But officials said he had not ruled 
out military action if necessary. 

The United States gave its main 
allies until April 21, when the 
foreign ministers of the nine- 
member European Economic 
Community are to meet, to react 
to the president's request that they 
should break relations and impose 
economic sanctions against Iran. 

Meanwhile West European 
governments expressed puzzle- 
ment today at President Carter's 
“deadline” for them to join in 
economic sanctions against Iran. 

Official sources in most Euro- 
pean capitals said they had 
received no specific date for a 
decision. 

Only Brtish Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, Mr. Carter's 
most enthusiastic supporter of 
tough action on both Iran and the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan, signalled a quick formal reac- 
tion. 

Mrs. Thatcher told the House of 
Commons: “Our job is to show 
our support to the American peo- 
ple and to President Carter.” 

But she said Mr. Carter had not 
given Britain any deadline by 
which to make a decision. “We 



have not been set a date by which 
our .American allies want us to 
act,” she said. 

West German government 
spokesman Kl3us Boelling told a 
press conference in Bonn today 
that West Germany had not been 
notified by Washington of any 
deadline for allied sanctions, but 
recognised the need for urgency. 
“We will do everything in our 
power to ensure a common EEC 
position," Mr. Boelling said. 

Today, official French sources 
said the French government 
remains convinced that inter- 
national interests would not be 
•served by breaking relations with 
Iran or boycotting the Moscow 
Olympics. 

The sources said France was not 
even considering a break in rela- 
tions and officials felt President 
Carter's hard position would serve 
only to divide Western Europe 
and the United States. 

In Rome, Italian Premier Fran- 
cesco Cossiga today expressed full 
solidarity with American efforts to 
free the hostages but did not spell 
out what he might do. 

He told parliament in a policy 
speech presenting the programme 
of his new government that Italy 
3nd the eight other EEC members 
would work out a joint policy- on 
the hostages. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (R) - 
U.S. officials were hopeful today 
that President Carter would con- 
vince Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin to agree to new 
procedures to speed up negoti- 
ations on Palestinian autonomy. 

Mr. Begin will hold up to six 
hours of talks with President Car- 
ter in Washington tomorrow and 
on Wednesday. 

In talks with President Carter 
last week. Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat agreed tentatively to 
three procedural steps in the 
negotiations on self-rule for 1.2 
million Palestinians on the West 
Bank of Jordan and Gaz which 
Israel has occupied since the 1 967 
Middle East war. 

The three steps were: 

—Israel and Egypt would hold 
non-stop ministerial talks in 
Washington from late this month, 
until the May 26 target date set by 
the two countries last year. 

— If real progress towards a 
self-rule agreement was made by 
May 26. the talks could run on for 
several more months. 

— Some issues such as Israeli 
security, the most difficult prob- 
lem in the talks, might be reserved 
for later negotiations between 
Israel and the Palestinians to 
determine the final status of the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

Although the Carter-Begin 
talks will touch on the major dis- 
agreements, U.S. officials did not 
expect to be able to announce sub- 
stantive progress at this rime. But 
officials hoped that considerable 
progress would be made in the 
intensified ministerial talks. 

Apart from the question of sec- 
urity, the major unresolved issues 
in the negotiations were the future 
of Israeli settlements, the powers 
of a self-governing authority, 
water rights and voting rights for 
Arabs living in occupied 
Jerusalem. 

American officials have begun 
expressing cautious optimism on 
the two mian problems — assuring 
Israel's security and convincing 
Palestinians to take part in the 
self-rule negotiations. 

U.S. ideas for dealing with these 


issues have nut yet been made 
public, but one Middle East expert 
o reside the State Department who 
hxs seen them said the suggestions 
could bridge the Egvptiun-Israeli 
differences 

Mr. Begin said before leaving 
for Washington today he was con- 
fident he could reach agreement 
with President Carter on Pales- 
tinian autonomy if all sides 
remained faithful to the U.S.- 
lsraeli- Egyptian Camp David 
accord. 

Mr. Begin told a press con- 
ference at Ben Gurion :r »o- 
“We a.e ceri.iu; s.i/ re... . 
(May 26) target date, but I see no 
reason why anyone should go 
beyond an •ntem.iti.u'-sl •■■ref- 
men i.” 

He said Israel had authorised its 
delegation lo the talks on self-rule 
to clarify with President Carter 
where and when further talks 
should lake place. 

He added that Israel supported 
the idea of speeding up the talks 
provided all parties carried out the 
1978 Camp David agreement. 

Mr. Begin said he saw no reason 
for any temporary freeze of Jewish 
settlement building in the 
occupied territories while the talk*, 
were going on. “Settlement is our 
inalienable right, our Jury and 
essential to our security." he said. 

The Israeli cabinet yesterday 
authorised Mr. Begin to discuss all 
proposals concerning the stalled 
Palestinian autonomy talks during 
his meetings with President Car- 
ter.

SEVEN PEOPLE hardl> constitutes a taxpayers' revolt, 
but nevertheless we were cheered by a news item yesterday 
that seven prominent Americans have launched a cam- 
paign against the inordinate amount of their money -- and 
every other taxpayer's — which the U.S. government 
squanders annually on Israel. 

The magnificent seven, who include Professor Edward 
Said of Columbia University, Dr. Hisham Sharabi of 
Georgetown University and the Rev. Frederick Douglass 
Kirkpatrick, chairman of the Black Theology Project, have 
withheld S3 7 each from their 1979 federal income taxes 
(which fall due today). They say that is equivalent to the 
amount that every American taxpayer contributed in aid to 
Israel last year. That figure, they add, represents more per 
capita that the U.S. taxpayer contributed to his own gov- 
ernment for public transport, urban renewal, higher edu- 
cation or alternative energy research.” 

We hope this mini-campaign will catch on in the U.S., 
where there is already substantial (if still smouldering) 
resentment among the populace over the amount by which 
Americans are being asked to underwrite Begin's mystical 
dreams about a Greater Israel (not to mention Anwar 
Sadat's bid to restore the glory of the pharaohs). 

Israel has asked the U.S. administration for funds in 
19SI which will bring total U.S. aid to Israel to more than 
$20 billion since the 1973 war alone - a period during 
which the Israelis have occupied large areas of Arab ter- 
ritory. imprisoned and tortured the inhabitants of that ter- 
ritory. blown up their houses and expelled them from their 
homeland. 

Concerned Americans know that an increase in Ameri- 
can assistance (probably rendered in the name of keeping 
the "Middle East peace process’* alive) will insulate Israel 
from any U.S. attempts that might by some miracle be 
made to force an Israeli withdrawal from the occupied 
territories in compliance with United Nations resolutions 
to which the U.S. is morally committed! 

Israel’s backers in the U.S., including in this specific 
case Senator Edward Kennedy, cite as a rationale for 
increased American aid the fact that Israel is suffering from 
an annual inflation rate of 100 per cent or more; they say 
the aid must be adjusted to keep pace with that inflation, 
which, as the National Association of Arab Americans has 
told Senator Kennedy, "does not say much for your under- 
standing of economics or of the American taxpayer." Fac- 
tors in Israel's economic position (if that's what U.S. tax- 
payers care about) are its insistence on living beyond its 
means on American largesse, as well as its need to 
"defend" the occupied territories against their rightful 
owners, the NAAA points out. 

So the circle goes. We are happy to see some U.S. 
taxpayers who want out of this absurd spiral.

AI. R \*l: Although U .S. President Jimmy Carter s t'im\ tone in his 
statement on Sunday may have been meant mainly to serve 
domestic political purposes. Europe definitely responsed to these 
\mcrican voids of warning. The reaction is represented by the 
recalling ol most European ambassadors in Tehran -- and the 
heated political aeli\ ity in which they engaged before departing - 
and the likelihood of further developments along the same lines. 

As for the European stand with regard to the Arab- Israeli 
conflict, the picture is completely different. 

I he talk ol a European initiative, with which people are 
‘preoccupied these days, started several years ago. So far, how- 
ever. it has been mere vague ideas on -hopes, which quickly dim at 
the lirst collision with the intransigent American stand - or with 
the Zionist stand, which is even more intransigent. 

It ts true that wc as Arabs don't have an alliance with Europe 
hi justify our addressing it in the same tone as that of the United 
Stales, hut it is also true that the magnitude of American interests 
in our countries and the justice of our cause place us in a position 
1mm Europe a dear position and more effective action -- 
and to make out of this request a test of Europe's will. Upon this 
le'l we can base the form ol relations we wish t<* have with Europe 
from now on.

Jordan asks US 
to intercede in 
Abu ‘Ein case 

AMMAN, April 14 ( JT) - Jor- 
dan today requested the United 
States to release the detained 
19-year-old Palestinian student 
Mr. Ziad .Abu ‘Ein and to nul- 
lify the ruling of a U.S. magis- 
trate's court that he be extra- 
dited to Israel for trial. 

Jordan's request was made 
at a meeting between Minister 
of State Hassan Ibrahim and 
the U.S. Ambassador to Jor- 
dan, Mr. Nicholas Veliotes. 





Jordanian counterparts and offi- 
cials on the Arab-Israe!iconflict,’la 
government spokesman here said.

Jordan asks 
ILO to stop 
Israel labour 
law change 

AMMAN. April 14 (JNA) - Jor- 
dan today appealed to the Inter- 
national Labour Organisation 
(ILO) to intervene and slop 
Israel’s tampering with Jordanian 
labour laws in force in the 
occupied West Bank. 

A eahle sent to the I LG’s direc- 
tor general urged the organisation 
to invalidate an Israeli amend- 
ment to article S3 of the Jordanian 
labour law of 1 960. which deals 
with the election of labour unions' 
administrative committees. The 
'amendment constitutes a blatant 
violations of the freedom of 
labour unions in the West Bank, 
the cable ’•aid. 

The minister sent a similar cable 
to the Arab Labour Organisation 
calling for urgent efforts to invali- 
date the Israeli amendment and 
demanding that the case he dis- 
cussed hi the organis.it ion's hoard 
meeting, scheduled for April 30.

Recommendations passed by the 
symposium on Rationalisation of 
Consumption held April $-10 at 
the University of Jordan were 
released yesterday by Dr. Wadf 
Sharaiha. Dr. Sharaiha, dean of 
the Faculty of Trade and Com- 
merce at the university, organised 
the conference and is head of the 
follow-up committee. The con- 
ference was initialed by the Prime 
Minister, Sharif Abdul Hamid 
Sharaf. 

The recommendations were 
prefaced by a list stating the 
reasons Jordan needs to rational- 
ise consumption, as follows: 

Spending on Consumption 

Total spending on consumption 
represents a very high percentage 
■ of Gorss Domestic Product 
(GDP). In 1975. it was 108 per 
cent; in 1979, 90 per cent. This 
means that savings of both the pri- 
vate and public sectors represent 
only a very small fraction of GNP. 
Therefore, financial investment in 
Jordan has depended on aid, loans 
and remittances from Jordanians 
working abroad. 

Imports 

The trade deficit has been increas- 
ing continuously. It reached JD 
460 million in 1979 due to the 
large amount of imports, which 
totalled about 550 million that 
year. Consumer goods account for 
no less than 40 per cent of these 
imports. 

Liquidity 

The average increase in the money 
supply during the first four years 
of the current five-year plan 
(1976-1979) was 29 per cent a 
year. Government spending — 
including current expenditures

causes of this increase. In addi- 
tion, liquidity has increased 
because of an increase in the credit 
facilities extended by banks to the 
service sector. This sector’s share 
was 62 per cent of all such facilities 
granted during the five-year plan.' 
The increase in the money supply 
has caused an increase in aggre- 
gate demand which has not been 
matched by a similar increase in 
production in real terms. 

Conspicuous Consumption 

People with high income have 
adopted patterns of conspicuous 
consumption in clothing, food, 

cars, and houses. This develop- 
ment dearly reflects the extent of 
the disparity in income dis- 
tribution among social groups. 
Such patterns of consumption 
serve as models which other 
income groups try to imitate. 

The Jordanian Economic 
Structure 

Despite the aims of the Jordanian 
socio-economic development 
plans to increase the share of the 
directly productive sectors — 
agriculture, mining and industry — 
in the national economy, the ser- 
vice sector predominates. This 
fact reflects the lack of com- 
modities produced to meet the 
needs of society and the necessity 
of importing from outside these 
commodities, particularly food 
and manufactured goods. 

The above-mentioned points 
have brought up the question of 
the rationalisation of consumption 
and the need for an assessment of 
the relation of consumption to 
other major economic variables 
such as savings, investment and 
credit. They call upon us to search 
for suitable solutions to these 
aspects of consumption within the 
framework of a remedial plan for 
the Jordanian economy as a 
whole. 

in light of the papers presented, 
the following recommendations 
aim at tackling the problem of 
consumption within the 
framework of the national 
economy. 

With respect to the national 
economy, it is recommended that 
Jordan: 

A. Revise the priorities of the 
Jordanian economy while 
developing the next five-year 
plan. 

B. Concentrate on developing 
and increasing the production of 
goods and commodities in the 
agricultural, industrial and mining 
sectors. 

C. Cut down on public expen- 
diture. 

D. Encourage domestic savings 

and direct them towards invest- 
ment in the productive sector. 


E. Encourage the initiatives of 
the private sector and its effective 
participation in the development 
of the Jordanian economy. 
Emphasise its role in Jordanian 
development plans by providing a 
suitable climate for private 
investment that corresponds with 
the interests of the national 
economy. 

F. Emphasise the significance of 
continuing social stability and 
harmony among various social 
groups by reducing income dis- 
parities and by distributing the 
gains of development equitably 
among all citizens and regions. 

II. In fiscal and monetary policy: 

A. Revise customs tariffs in a 
way that will encourage domestic 
industry, especially in food and 
basic items. 

B. Curb dependency on 
imported consumer items and 
raise customs tariffs on luxury 
goods which have a high social 
cost. 

C. Improve methods of tax col- 
lection so that it reaches high 
income groups. 

D. Revise the income tax law to 
emphasise the importance of the 
tax and its effectiveness in achiev- 
ing equitable distribution of the 
tax burden among taxpayers and 
in guiding investment in pro- 
ductive ways through exemptions. 

E. Absorb surplus liquidity by 
raising interest rates on deposits. 
Mobilise savings by encouraging 
the purchase of government bonds 
and raising the ratio of monetary 
reserves to liquidity. 

F. Support agricultural credit 
institutions and direct credit 
facilities in a way that will increase 
the share allocated to the pro- 
ductive sectors: agriculture, indus- 
try and mining. Reduce interest 
rates on loans to these sectors. 

in. In the field of commodity 
pricing policy: 

A. Encourage the Jordanian 
cooperative movement at the pro- 
duction and marketing levels* 
Enhance the role of the Jordan 
Cooperative Organisation in 
establishing parallel markets — 
which rely on the principle of 
competition. Follow up and 
develop this role so the exper- 
iment can attain the efficiency it 
needs to be established through- 
out the kingdom.

AMMAN, April 14 — Driving 
round Amman these days requires 
more than the usual skills and 
alertness in avoiding reckless 
drivers and stray pedestrians: the 
winter's severe floods left in their 
wake such a proliferation of 
potholes and broken down service 
trenches that almost every jour- 
ney has been turned into a tedious 

test in manoeuvrability. 

Such tortuous rides may soon be 
a thing of the past, as intensive 
repair work to some 200 kil- 
ometres of the city's worst hit 
roads gets under wav (that still 
leaves a further 100 kilometres of 
side streets to be attended to luicr 
on) following the awarding of a 
JD1.5miliion contract to three 
local contractors two weeks ago. 

But the question still remains, 
how did so many roads get into 
such a bad condition given that 
most of them are relatively new. 
not more than a few >ears old, and 
what is Amman Municipality 
doing to ensure that such a break- 
down in the city's network does 
not happen again? 

It is not difficult to appreciate 
the complexity of the task now 
being faced by a team of engineers 
and assistants brought into the 
municipality by Mayor Isam

.Ajlouni lo help sort out the cha- 
otic state of municipal services 
which have failed to keep abreast 
with the city's rapid growth in 
population and ecoomic 
development. 

In the case oF Amman’s road 
network, in recent years the mun- 
icipality's limited resources — 
both human and financial — were 
channelled almost entirely into 
the building of new roads with lit- 
tle regard for the vital followup 
such building necessitates — care- 
ful and constant maintenance. 

Nor, in the rush to get new roads 
opened, was adequate attention 
paid to the standard of building — 
both in terms of design and quality 
of materials — with the result that 
they easily fell prey to damage 
inflicted hy this winter's unpre- 
cedented floods. 

In particular, the lack of an elfi- 
cient stormwater drainage s\ stem 
exacerbated by the steep gradient 
of many of the city's roads allowed 
the torrential rains to cut up the 
roads' surfaces and even in some 
cases penetrate the base. This <jK> 
happened where service trenches 
dug across roads by various gov- 
ernment agencies' contractors 
were not refilled and resurfaced 
properly. 

Lack of quality control, insuf- 
ficient coordination between the 
municipality and other agencies 
responsible for services and the 


inadequate maintenance by the 
municipality's poorly equipped 
field crews ore thus the major fail- 
ing to be put right by the as vet still 
enthusiastic young men and 
women who have joined the mun- 
icipality in the last two months. 
More than thirty engineers have 
so far been added to what was 
hitherto merely a skeletal techni- 
cal staff, most of the newcomers 
having gained previous experi- 
ence in the private sector. The 
Royal Scientific Society (RSS) 
which has also lost some of its staff 
to the municipality, will he assist- 
ing the engineers in supervision of 
lhe contractors work, as Di. 
Izzeddin Katekhda. director ofthe 
laboratories in the RSS Building 
Materials Research Centre 
I BMRC) explained recently to the 
Jordan Times. 

Dr. Katekhda. a civil engineer 
who has a doctorate in building 
materials, is jn expert in asphalt 
mixes and his department 
together with technicians in the 
newly updated municipality 
laboratory will supervise quality 
control of the aspaii to he used in 
resurfacing the roads. Each of the 
contractors has to submit a design 
mix for such testing. 

The failure of many of 
Amman's road surfaces, or 
asphalt mixes, has been caused hy 
what is termed "t retting" Dr. 
Katekhda elahoraied. Fretting 


means dislodgement of aggregate 
panicles faint the road surface, 
thus creating holes in the road. 
This is caused by a high per- 
centage of air pockets in the 
asphali mix, low bitumen content 
and the presence of water. 

Bitumen is the most expensive 
item in an asphalt mix. and by 
using too little bitumen the dura- 
bility of the mix is reduced, espe- 
cially in the presence of water. 
Bitumen is supplied hy the local 
refinery in one grade only, but Dr. 
Katekhda would like to see more 
than one grade being produced, 
harder than at present, to increase 
the stiffness of the asphalt mix. 

Another important factor in 
asphalt mixes is the correct grad- 
ing of aggregates to prov ide 'max- 
imum interlock between particles 
and hence provide maximum sta- 
bility and stiffness. The quality of 
aggregates supplied by the coun- 
try's 256 quarries varies con- 
siderably, Dr. Katekhda said. A 
joint team from the Natural 
Resources Authority and the RSS 
is currently colleciini: .samples 
from all these quarries which will 
he graded and the results will he 
published. Any department or 
individual should consult the 
BMRC or NR A before choosing 
aggregates as different types are 
used in concrete and in road pav - 
ing and surfacing, he explained.

bolh easy to identify and remedy. 
u> is another common fault which 
has obvious signs. A cresecnt- 
shupeJ crack in the road's surface 
means that slippage has occured 
betw een the ru-o ;u»phjii layers put 
down when lhe road was first 
built, between rhe lower layer and 
the base of the road or between 
the upper layer and subsequent 
resurfacing. Lack of cleaning of 
the surface and lack of udhensivc 
materials such as prime coals and 
tack coats are responsible. 

Correct supervision of all work 
is the key to avoiding repetition of 
these mistakes, which in the worst 
cases have brought about a failure 
in the base of lhe road itself. One 
such example, obvious to any 
experienced engineer is the Ras 
Al Ain-Hni Nuzzul road where 
water has seeped into the base 
through holes in the road and lack 
of .i storm water drainjge system. 

Apart from holes where the sur- 
face of the road has broken dow n 
due to poor quuliry materials and 
lack nf maintenance. improper 
compaction of backfill by con- 
tractors of service trenches and 
incorrect levelling of manholes 
have allowed water to seep 
through. Again a simple remedy is 
to ensure proper quality control. 

In the ease of trenches, proper 
choice of materials which resist 
excessive settlement and thus cre- 
ate channels in the road, proper 
compaction of these materials and 


proper resurfacing are required. 

With manholes, correct levelling 
and compaction of materials 
around the holes would eliminate 
water accumulating in the dips and 
thus seeping through. 

Once the cause of each of these 
problems in road failure is iden- 
tified hy municipality engineers 
who are currently touring the city 
with the contractors, an efficient 
plan for carrying out the repairs 
will he worked out. The answer in 
the future lies in regular mainte- 
nance. To this end the mayor 
recently announced the reor- 
ganisation of the municipality's 
maintenance crew whose aetix ilie> 

were confined before in the centre 
of town. This central crew o! 1 00 
men has now been divided up into 
nine divisions, one for each of the 
city's ioncs. It is the job of the 
zone managers tnew engineer 
recruits who took the places pre- 
viously occupied hy lettted ot liv- 
ers) to identify their area's priority 
ma inte nance needs. 

The major parallel problem ol 
introducing an efficient surface 
water dr.i inage system in critical 
parts of town such as Ras VI ' Ain 

will be worked on at the same 
time. A separate contract will Iv 
awarded stton h\ the Amman 
Water and Sewerage Authority to 
instal stormwater drainage in the 
most vital areas prioi to resur- 
facing the roads.

TOKYO. April 14 (AP)-U.S 
undersecretary lor agriculture 
Dale Hathaway said that after 
three days of "very difficult dis- 
cussions” Japan has agreed In pUI 
a ceiling on its much -criticised rice 
exports. US officials have charged 
Japan with disrupting world mar- 
kets by selling iiv rice with gov- 
ernment subsidies in violation of 
international trading agreements. 

American sources close to the 
talks said Japan agreed to limit its 
rice exports to l.b million Ions 
over the next four years. The 
sources, asking that they not he 
identified, siid starting April I 
Japan will sell its rice overseas at 
prices compatible with those laid 
down by the U.N. Food and 
Xgriculture Organisation iF.AOl. 

At talks earlier this week. 
Japan, faced with a growing 
stockpile ol more than 7 million 
tons of rice, offered to reduce its 
sales to 2 million tons over lour 
years, but LIS negotiators rejected 
the offer. Last year Japan mild an 
estimated MI 0.1 UK) tons of xub- 
sidised rice overseas, which led the 
Uiee Millers' Association of the 
U.S. to file a complaint under the 
1974 trade act charging Japan 
with illegally disrupting markets. 

Japan has been selling rice 
abroad at about S240 a ton com- 
pared with SI. 1 20 a ton domes- 
tically. US millers charge around 
$300 a ton or more depending on 
the quality of the grain. The 


reason the price of rice is kept arti- 
ficully high in Japan stems from 
the postwar government prog- 
ramme to rescue the nation from 
near starvation by having high 
prices for rice production. 

The programme succeeded 
beyond anyone's expectations. 
Yields jumped from 327 kilog- 
rammes per square metres 
in 1950 to 500 kilogrammes in 
1978, while buying prices were 
pumped up by the politically pow- 
erful farm lobby to about $ 1 .200 a 
ton this year, five times inter- 
national market rates. 

As a result of the high prices 
Japanese consumers now are eat- 
ing 30 per cent less rice than they 
were In years ago Average indi- 
vidual consumption plunged from 
150 kilogramme*, a year before 
the war "to I LX kilogrammes in 
I un4 and only 83 kilogrammes in 
1U7K. the last year that statistics 

are available. 

During the consultations, 
American officials proposed that 
the Japanese reduce rice prices Ui 
expand domestic table use, use 
rice as feed grain and distribute an 
unspecified amount to needy 
natiuns as food aid. the sources 
s*uid. 

They said US farmers and rice 
millers have suffered some $250 
million in damage as a result of 
increasing Japanese e. sports. 
American fanners also have lost 
out to Japanese competition.

Gandhi unharmed by 
assailant’s knife attack 

NEW DELHI, April 14 (R) - A 37- year-old long-haired man hurled a 
knife at Indian Premier 1 Indira Gandhi today injan apparent attempt on 
her life, police said. 


Mrs. Gandhi was walking to her 
XLr after attending a function at 
Parliament House when the 
unsuccessful attack took place. 

Police said " the spring-blade 
knife with a 12-centimetre blade 
was thrown from a distance of two 
metres but missed Mrs. Gandhi 
and hit a security officer on the 
shoulder without injuring him. 

The man, named as Ram Bul- 
chand Lalwani. was overpowered 
and taken to a police station where 
a charge of attempted murder was 
registered against him. 

The incident took place after 
Mrs. Gandhi had attended a func- 
tion commemorating the 89th 
anniversary of the birth of the late 
Harijan (Untouchable) leader. 
Dr. B.R. Ambedkar. 

She told a large crowd that it 
was the duty of the government to 
protect the lives and property of 
Harijans and people belonging to 
weaker sections in society. 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia. April 
14 j(AP) — President Tito's doc- 
tors admitted today that he had 
developed liver problems and that 
the condition was growing worse. 

“The health condition of Pres- 
ident of the Republic Jo sip Broz 
rito is very grave,” said the doc- 
tors. whose public re pons since 
Iasi Thursday had denied any new 
declines. 

“A damage of the liver, 
observed earlier, has recently 
shown an aggravation,” said an 
official translation of today’s brief 
advisory. 

The word translated by the 
national news agency Tan jug as 
jaundice is also used for hepatitis, 
a liver inflammation which can 
lead to coma and death. 

The 87-year-old president is 
also suffering from kidney failure, 
heart weakness, internal bleeding 
problems and pneumonia, for 
which he has been given a variety’ 
of antibiotics, at least one of them 
an experimental drug. 

■Heavy application of antibiotics' 
can cause hepatitis, a disease 
which in turn can cause weakness, 
fever, low blood pressure, bleed- 
ing problems, loss of con- 
sciousness and death. 

Today's bulletin raised new 
doubts about the reliability of the 
official daily bulletins on Mr. 
Tito’s health — the only infor- 
mation ever given to Yugoslavs 
about the condition of their 
elderly president. 

It came after three previous 
advisories had specifically said 
there was no notable change in his 
condition. Despite the reference 
to a previous observation, no ear- 
lier advisory had ever mentioned 
an illness of the liver.

NAIROBI. April 14 (R) — Four 
East African leaders will hold a 
summit meeting today expected to 
concentrate on the problem of 
Uganda one year after the ousting 
of dictator Idi Amin. 

Kenyan President Daniel A rap 
Moi hosts the meeting at his state 
house at the Kenyan resort of 
Mombasa. With him will he Pres- 
ident Julius Nyercrc of Tanzania. 
President Godfrey Binaisa of 
Uganda and President Jnafur 
Nimeiri of Sudan. 

"Tanzania, Kenya and Sudan 
are all regionally concerned with 
Uganda and would like to see its 
problems solved" one diplomatic 
source said. 

Uganda has a deeply troubled 
economy, a serious problem with 
law and order and increasing polit- 
ical tension following proposals to 
hold presidential and par- 
liamentary elections at the end of 
this year. 

Kenya is landlocked Uganda's 
lifeline to the sea. there are some 
30.000 Ugandan refugees in south 
Sudan and Tanzania is in the pro- 
cess of withdrawing troops it left in 
Uganda to safeguard law and 
order after Amin's fell last April. 

There was friction between 
Sudan and Uganda after the over- 
throw of Amin, with Kampala 
officials saying they feared an 
invasion by troops loyal to Amin 
who had fied to southern Sudan. 
The two states have now nor- 
malised relations and exchanged 
envoy’s, but Ugandan officials still 
express concern about bands of 
former Amin soldiers tvho some- 
times penetrate northern Uganda 
from Sudan. 

Last January, a meeting bet- 
ween the presidents of Kenya, 
Tanzania and Uganda in the 
northern Tanzania town of 
Arusha broke up after just over an

Drought emergency plan 

Mrs. Gandhi has called for a 
12-point emergency plan to pre- 
vent famin e, in seven states hit by a 
severe drought. 

Mrs. Gandhi, who visited some 
of the worst hit areas in northern 
Uttar Pradesh state, said last week 
she was so shocked that she had 
ordered provision of drinking 
water put on a war footing. 

Her plan for immediate action 
calls for strong measures against 
black marketeers, profiteers and 
hoarders, intensification of the 
food-for-work programme and 
the appointment of full-time relief 
officers to the districts most seri- 
ously affected by food scarcity and 
unemployment. 

The plan also calls for the open- 
ing of a controlled -price shop for 
every 2,000 people and the setting 
up of feeding centres for children, 
nursing mothers, pregnant women 
and destitutes who cannot be 
employed. 

The plan says drilling rigs 
should be mobilised on a war foot- 
ing for boring and deepening wells 
in the most seriously affected 
areas. 

The Statesman newspaper 
reported that 42,812 out of the 
78,402 villages in northern Bihar 
state, one of India’s poorest, had 
been affected and 30 million peo- 
ple there were short of food. 

Scanty rain last year and the 
arrival of the monsoon two weeks 
late contributed to crop failures 
and famine conditions in Bihar 
and other hard-hit areas. 

Despite crop failures in some 
regions, officials said the position 
of foodgrain stocks in the central 
pool was comfortable. 

They said that on March 1, gov- 
ernment stocks were 6 S million 
tonnes of wheat and nine million 
tonnes of rice against a monthly 
requirement of 900,000 tonnes of 
wheat and 450,000 tonnes of rice 
for the public distribution system 
and the food-for-work prog- 
rammes.

The Pagadian attack came only 
five weeks after similar attacks left 
31 persons dead and more than 
200 others wounded in Ozamis 
city. 56 kilometres northeast of 
Pagadian, and in Dig am city, 48 
kilometres east of Ozamis. 

All three towns are pre- 
dominantly Christian and gen- 
erally have been spared during 
almost eight years of fighting bet- 
ween government forces and 
rebels under the umbrella of the 
More National Liberation Front. 

The front has been blamed for a 
series of grenade attacks this year 
that killed at least 58 persons and 
wounded more than 500 others in 
the southern Philippines. 


Bolivia army chief dismissed 

LA PAZ, April 14 (R) -- Bolivian President Lidia Gueiler and the 
military high command have bowed to the demands of a rebel gar- 
rison and dismissed General Ruben Rocha Patino as army com- 
mander, high level military sources said. 

President Gueiler complied with the request of the powerful La 
Paz garrison and named General Luis Garda Meza, commander of 
the capital’s military academy, in his place. The sources said leading' 
military officers bad held a series of meetings without the president 
and Mrs. Gueiler subsequently accepted their recommendation to 
make the change. 

After the rebel demand on Thursday, Mrs. Gueler made an 
immediate tour of garrisons in the interior and issued a statement 
saving they all maintained adherence to her authority. But she said 
shel would use her constitutional authority on what was essentially a ■ 
military matter and decide for herself. 

Mrs. Gueiler was named interim president after a military coup 
against the government of civilian President Walter Guevara Arce 
collapsed last November. Since then she has faced prsistent rumours 
of plots to overthrow her government. ... 

General Garcia Meza. 57, himself provoked an earlier crisis when 
he refused to accept her appointment of General Rene Villaroel as 
army chief. On that occasion Mrs. Gueiler also accepted rebel 
demands and appointed their nominee. General Rocha Patino,, 
instead.

Moscow raps U.S. Olympics decision 


MOSCOW, April 14 (R) - The 
Soviet news agency Tass said yes- 
terday that the U.S. National 
Olympic Committee's decision to 
boycott the Moscow games was 
taken under “unprecedented 
pressure and blackmail” from the 
White House. 

The Soviet news agency’s report 
placed the blame for the boycott 
entirely on President Carter, say- 
ing he bad used American athletes 
as part of his re-election cam- 
paign. 

It quoted American athletes 
and officials opposed to the boy- 
cott decision, some of whom pre- 
dicted that it would threaten the 
1984 games in Los Angeles. 

There was no comment from 
the organising committee in Mos- 
cow, but its vice-president, Mr. 
Vladimir Popov, speaking in 


Budapest, called the decision 
regrettable, above all for the 
Americans themselves. 

Mr. Popov's words summed up 
the publicly-stated attitude of the 
Soviet organisers — that the sup- 
porters of a boycott axe harming 
themselves, not the Soviet Union. 

Foreign diplomats here who are 
closely monitoring Olympic pre- 
parations say there have been no 
signs that the organisers have been 
privately more alarmed by the 
prospect of an American boycott 
than they have publicly admitted. 

Soviet officials are believed to 
have recognised many weeks ago 
that the U.S. team would not be 
coming, and there would thus be 
little purpose in try ing to persuade 
the Americans to change their 
minds.

Liberia to begin 
trials of officials 


LONDON, April 14 (R) - The 
chairman of Liberia's True Whig 
Party, the dominant political force 
in the country until Saturday’s 
coup, has been arrested and is in 
detention, according to a Liberian 
radio broadcast. 

Radio Elwa, a missionary sta- 
tion, monitored in London by the 
British Broadcasting Corporation, 
gave no further details about the 
arrest of Mr. E. Reginald 
Townsend, who was also minister - 
of state for presidential affairs in 
the ousted government 

Mr. Townsend was arrested as 
the new government, headed by 
Army Master Sergeant Samuel 
Doe, prepared to put officials of 
the former government of Pres- 
ident William Tolbert on trial 
today. 

Sergeant Doe, who was 
installed as head of state after the 
coup in which President Tolbert 
was shot dead, has said charges 
against the former officials would 
include high treason, rampant cor- 
ruption of public office and gross 
violation of civil and human rights. 

Radio Elwa said the trials would 
begin today before a six-man 
military tribunal. 

Apart from Mr. Townsend, it is 
□ot known exactly who has been 
arrested although other members 
of the former government are 
believed to be among the 
detained. 

Sergeant Doe named a mixed 
military-civilian cabinet yes- 
terday. The cabinet of 15 includes 
five military officers. 

At least four of its civilian 
members are among leaders of the 


People's Progressive Party (PPP), 
jailed by the'Tolbert government 
and released immediately after 
the coup. 

Ironically, today was the day 
originally set for the indictment of 
the accused PPP members. 

The PPP was banned last month 
and its leaders detained on treason 
charges after it had called for a 
general strike to bring down the 
government. 

The 28-year-oid Sergeant Doe 
said Saturday's coup was mounted 
to end corruption and ineffective 
government. 

President Tolbert, 66, was shot 
three times in the head after rebels 
broke into his palace at one a.m., 
according to a palace doctor. His 
wife Victoria was arrested. 

The coup in Liberia, a republic 
founded in 1847 by ex-slaves from 
the United States, came a year 
after food-price riots in which 49 
people were officially said to have 
died. 

Dr. Tolbert took office in 1971 
and promised to introduce sweep- 
ing reforms. But divisions and 
inequalities remained between 
rich and poor, and between new 
settlers and the indigenous 
descendants of the freed Ameri- 
can slaves who founded the 
republic and whose heirs have 
since dominated it. 

In Washington, with which 
Liberia has traditionally had close 
ties, the State Department 
reported that the new leaders had 
said they wished to maintain 
friendly relations with the United 
States. 


ership and the Soviet Government 
have kept a low profile on the 
issue, leaving the International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) and* 
the Soviet organising committee 
to harness resistance to the boy- 
cott. 

For years, the Soviet Union has 
argued that politics and sport were

With the U.S. now irrevocably 
committed to a boycott, the Soviet 
Union has a double interest in per- 
suading the rest of the world to 
show up in Moscow. 

This applies in particular to the 
major sporting nations of Western 
Europe and Japan, whose absence 
would seriously affect the level of 
performance in many sports. 

Moscow is also anxious to see as 
many Third World countries as 
posable for political reasons, and 
is offering generous financial help 
with air feres to ease their path. 

The Soviet hope is that the 
United States will stay away on its 
own, accompanied by Chile and a 
handful of other countries which 
are targets of Soviet propaganda. 

This would enable the Kremlin 
to turn President Carter’s boycott 
to its own advantage, pointing to 
the clear majority, of countries 
who defied American pressure 
and decided to send their teams to 
Moscow.

ANKARA, April 14 (R) - Nine people died in Turkey over the 
Weekend in po&ticaJ violence which has already claimed about 1,000 
lives this year. Police said the woret incident was on Saturday when 
four gunmen armed with automatic rifles burst into a warehouse is 
Ankara and killed four men, including a father and his two sons in 
their twenties. Hie victims were rightwing sympathisers, the police 
said. In other incidents in Ankara, a 23-year-old man was shot dead 
by rightists and a rightwing agricultural student at Ankara University 
was shot dead by unknown gunmen. Authorities said two people died 
in separate political killings in Istanbul and one in the southern town 
of Adana. The violence has excalated throughout the country this 
year and is now claiming an average ten lives a day. Sixteen people 
died on one day last week, according to press reports. 

ROME, April 14 (AP) - Despite massive international food aid, 
gawipnfhaa faces “the very real danger” of femme, officials of the 
U JSI . Food and Agriculture Organisation reported today. Major port 
congestion, poor road and rail networks, lack of security and techni- .

MOGADISHU, April 14 (R) - Somali Defence Minister Moham- 
mad All Samatar denied yesterday that Somali regular troops had 
invaded eastern and southern Ethiopia. The official Ethiopia News 
Agency (ENA) said last week that the Ethiopian army bad crushed a 
Somali regular army invasion force which had penetrated up to 80 
kilometres into the country. Lieutenant-General Samatar told repor- 
ters that the allegation was baseless. He reaffirmed Somalia's support 
for guerrillas who are fighting against Ethiopian rule in the ethnically 
Somali Ogaden region of eastern Ethiopia, but said his country was 
not responsible for the armed struggle in the area. Ethiopia, backed 
by Cuba and the Soviet Union, defeated the Somali army in a war 
over the Ogaden which ended two years ago. 

ANKARA, April 14 (R) — Iranian air force planes and helicopters 
violated Turkish airspace yesterday over the joint border near Van, 
in eastern Turkey, newspapers reported today. The papers quoted 
Van Provincial Governor Yurdagur UnaJ as saying six Iranian air 
force jets flew over the border into Turkey for less than a kilometre 
before turning back into Ir anian territory. Later in the afternoon, 
three Iranian helicopters crossed the border and shelled a spot near a 
Turkish gendarmerie border patrol station, but there were no casual- 
ties, he said. Governor Unal said he believed the violations were not 
deliberate. They might have resulted from a lack of communications 
in the Ir anian territory close to the border, where government forces 
are reported to be fighting against Ethnic Kurdish groups, he was 
quoted as saying. 

KATHMANDU, April 14(R)~ King Birendra of Nepal announced 
a general amnesty for poffifcal prisoners yesterday, less titan three 
weeks before voters decide in a referendum whether political parties 
should be made legal or remain banned. Government sources said 
they did not know how many prisoners would be freed under the 
amnesty announced on Radio Nepal to mark the Nepalese New 
Year. But human rights activists estimated the number at between 
200 and 350, induding'about 100 living in self-exile in India. Former 
prime minister Mr. B.P. Koirala said he was very happy that an 
amnesty bad been announced. Mr. Koirala, a leading opposition 
figure in the Himalayan kingdom, feces treason and sedition charges 
but was released from jail in February 1978 on health grounds. Plans 
for the referendum, which takes place on May 2, were fust 
announced last May after at least 23 people died in anti-government

Cuban leaders in U.S. plan aid effort 
for thousands at embassy in Havana 


MIAMI, April 14 (AP) — Miami 
Cuban leaders were planning to 
launch a flotilla of small boats 
from Key West today, carrying 
relief supplies for 10,800 would- 
be exiles at the Peruvian embassy 
in Havana. 

In Key West, some 240 
kilometres south, police reported 
60 to 70 vessels had assembled 
and were planning to set course 
toward Cuba, 144 kilometres 
away. 

Meanwhile, south Florida offi- 
cials, already struggling to absorb 
a growing tide of refugees, wor- 
ried about accommodating as 
many as 2,000 of the embassy 
refugees. 

Exile leaders said the boats 
would not enter Cuba's 12-mile 
territorial waters, but would offer 
to transfer food and medical sup- 
plies to Cuban vessels at sea. 

“There will be no weapons and 
there will be a white flag on every 


boat. They can only tell us that we 
have to go back,” said one leader. 

Mr. Myles Frechette, head of 
Cuban affairs at the State 
Department in Washington, told 
the Miami Herald the venture 
could jeopardise efforts to evacu- 
ate the Cubans who fled to the 
embassy ten days ago. “They 
could complicate the international 
efforts which are now being made 
on behalf of the people in the 
Peruvian embassy." 

Coast guard officials said they 
would not accompany the exile 
flotilla or make special rescue 
arrangements. 

“We can’t stop them from doing 
it,” said Lt. Joseph Conroy. “We 
don't really recommend it because 
boats going that far.... could break 
down, get lost or run out of fuel." 

While Miami exiles were 
organising the flotilla, 14 Cubans 
landed in nearby Hollywood, 


Florida aboard a six-metre boat 
Immigration officials said tbt 
refugees, including ten children, 
were in good condition. 

Officials of President Carter's 
administration have asked Con- 
gress for permission to accept 
3,500 of the embassy refugees into 
the United States. They would be 
in addition to the 7,000 refugees 
from Cuba the U.S. already has.

An interview with China’s ‘super-realist’

Peking— Still vigorous 
but overburdened with 
work at 75 , China's 
super- realist, Mr. Deng 
Xiaoping , says he will res- 
ign his senior vice pre- 
miership to make way for 
“younger and more rob- 
ust people." 

But he will retain his vice- 
ch airman ship of the Communist 
Party Central Cbmmittee, the 
well-spring of his extraordinary 
power. 

He revealed this recently is an 
exclusive interview with the 
Associated Press in the Great Hall 
of the People. 

Dressed in a sharply -pressed 
gray Mao suit instead of his cus- 
tomary while, Mr. Deng smoked 
continuously during the 70- 
minute interview. He looked heal- 
thy and fit but conceded that 
smoking was a habit he could not 
break. 

Here are some of the questions 


and answers from the interview. 

Mr. Deng: ... our new party con- 
stitution is going to get rid of 
lifetime appointments. There has 
been no formal decision yet, but 
the general idea is that regardless 
of the post, one may retain it for 
two terms or three terms. But that 
does not preclude the idea that 
under very special circumstances 
you may continue the term. 

Q. You mean people with so- 
cial ability like me and the vice 
premier, (laughter) 

A. Well, I'm not qualified. 

Q. How can 1 say I am then? 

A. When I say special cir- 
cumstances. I don't mean elderly 
people like myself but rather 
young people, say someone in his 
thirties with very exceptional 
abilities. After three terms he 
would be only around 50 and still 
capable. And of course this does 
not exclude the possibility that 
there will be some flexibility for 
older people with some very spe- 
cial requirements.
